and thofe that would not furnifh them were 
to be forced by Military Execution, and 
that upon this occafion it wasnot doubted, 
but the Army on the Rhine would be com- 
pleat, and be early in the Ficld,time enough 


to difappoint the Defigns of the French, 
and the Military Cheft would be fu, 
Now when we are at the middle of June, 
truly, the Mony for the Military Cheft i; 
not yet come in, the Circles are backward 5 
and for the Princes, the {mall Ones com- 
ply, but for. the great Ones they are too 
big to be forced; and {0 tho’ the Eleétor of 
Hannover is arriv’d at Frankfort, yet the 
French are on the ovher tide the Rbine, 
confuming the Forrsge,. and the Germans 
not ready co take the Field. 

Tcould goon to Fortugal, to Savoy, to 
Bavaria, to Naples, to Hungary s how often 
was tie Gavernour of Nuples.to invade Si- 
cily, the Duke of Savoy to invade Dauphine, 
and penetrate to the Gates of Lytms, the 
Danes to make up the Army in Hungary, 
and the King of Spain be put ia a Po- 
luce to att defenfively ? But when 
things come to be executed, the Gover. 
nour cf Naples has a mutinous People to 
curb, and cannot fpare Troops for the 
Conqueft of Sicily, and the Frencb have 
reinforced their Governour there, and fup- 
ply’d his Magazines, before Sir John Leate 
can get up the Streights 5 the Duke of Sa 
voy cannot march, becaufle the Germans are 
notcome up 3 the Danes ‘n Bavaria willnot 
march till 80cco Florins are paid them, 
that is in Englifh, cannot march for Want 
of Money, ee the Danes have always been 


forward enough in Service, if fupply'd with 


Neceffaries 3 the Palatines cadnot march 
for Want of the Upper Palatinate , and in 
fnort, all things have their Difficulties ; 
which we conquer in Words, before the 
Courfe of Things can bring it to pafs, and 
then behold a Difappointment! 

But fhatl I note one thing? We are 
buoy’d up in the Schemes of News- Papers 
and Foreign Accounts, to expeét things 
fooner than they can be get ready, and 
tho’ they may ({ will not fay theydo) come 
as foon as we ought to expedtthem, yet if 
they donot come as foon as we do expeét 
them, then we aie di‘appointed and bau'k’d 5 
and the next thirg is Clamour and Railery, 
as before 5 of which more hereafter.
